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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Is Politics To Blame? 

It seems hard to believe, but the town has as yet had 
no word from the state about Rogers Brook reconstruction. 

It was several weeks ago that the state, through its 
director of the Division of Waterways, promised members 
of the Board of Public Works that written approval of the 
project would be forthcoming. One condition attached to 
this promise, that the Selectmen would, in writing, promise 
to hold the state blameless for the engineering, was 
promptly met. There seemed to be no reason to assume 
that the state would do anything except send its written 
confirmation of the verbal promises. 

Nothing happened. 

It leaves the town in a peculiar position. How can the 
project, for which the municipality appropriated $175,000 
on a matching funds basis, be undertaken if nothing is 
done by the state? How much can the townspeople believe 
in the future, when the state’s representatives speak, with 
this sort of silent treatment in their memories? 

It seems incredible that the official state agency, 
through its top man, would make such promises if there 
had been no intention to carry them out. Or was this the 
““easy’’ way to get rid of a problem — or at least to get 
the interested town officials out of the state’s hair for a 
while? 

There is, of course, an old maxim that Republican towns 
get very little assistance from Democratic administra- 
tions, particularly in election years. Could this be the 
answer? Is the state planning to allocate its funds in 
communities where Democratic politicians hope to get 
more support than they could here? 


This Sounds Sensible 


The Automobile Legal Association has endorsed a plan 
that would give teen-agers a provisional driving license 
— subject to automatic suspension for the first accident or 
first violation of traffic laws while the car was in motion. 
And once revoked, the license could not be issued again 
until the driver reached 21. 

This idea has been adopted in eight states — and seems 
worthy of serious consideration in Massachusetts. 

Statistics tell us that drivers under 25 have the most 
accidents — that’s why insurance rates are higher for per- 
sons in that age grouping. 

It may not be possible to adopt a plan of automatic 
suspension for drivers over 21 — but for those under the

age of legal maturity, this may well be the answer. 

Naturally the younger drivers would be more careful if 
they knew that one mis-step would result in loss of driving 
privileges. This, in itself, should reduce the number of 
accidents. 

And the other cars on the road might be a lot safer, if 
the state has revoked the licenses of drivers who ignore 
the law. How many times have we read of serious acci- 
dents, in which one of the drivers has a prior history of 
traffic violations? This proposal would, it seems, be a 
powerful preventative, making the highways a safer place 
for the majority. 

This plan deserves careful consideration by the proper 
authorities, with the definite plan to present it to the 
Legislature next year. 


Good To See Cooperation 


A pleasing note of cooperation was sounded last week, 
when representatives of the Realty Construction Co. sat 
down with the Board of Public Works to discuss plans for 
development of the area off Lovejoy and Dascomb rds. 

While the contracting firm indicated its desire to con- 
form to town regulations — and to build at a rate thought 
wise by the town — the Board of Public Works, through 
Chairman Alex Henderson, declared its desire to be co- 
operative. It became apparent that the Board did not intend 
to throw stumbling blocks in the way of the firm. 

It is to be hoped that this spirit of cooperation, on both 
sides, continues during the time that Realty is working 
here. For the firm has a substantial investment in the 
community and should not be arbitrarily prevented from 
developing the area. The town also has a large invest- 
ment, in terms of water and sewage and possible exten- 
sions of these services. Thus it only makes sense for 
both parties to continue working together. 

This is a much more sensible way to do business than 
has occasionally been exhibited with builders in the past.
